Answer: Every person having | 
the storage, care,  safe-keping, 
custody or possession of a car, 
who without consent of the own- 
er drives it, is guilty of a misde-: 
meanor. 


Question: Do out-of-state ve- 
hicles pay a higher registration 
fee in California than residents of 
the state? 


Answer: Yes. The egiwthae' 
tion fee for a resident pleasure 
vehicle is $3 and for a non-resi- 
dent $6. 

Question: I have changed my 
address since receiving my driv- 
er’s license. What must I do to 
correct my license? 

Answer: Within 10 days after 
change cf address, drivers are to 
notify department of motor ve- 
hicles of the new residence. Fail- 
ure to notify the department of 
the address change .is a misde- 
meanor.
